dilcken bgr parachute and one rooster by flree fall were dropped« ^e raaOr and raaor 
blade envelopes burst In the air due to the weight of the raaor and quality of the 
paper envelope, therefore the artlolee eoattered widely making retrieving almost lm» 
possible except by organised seareh* The needle and thread envelopes had a very good 
eoatter* The soap and oomb envelopes had little scatter but landed Intact* The 
flour bags split upon hitting the earth and ^e flour spread out in aloe ^ite clouds 
The clothing bags had little scatter* The thread, dgarotte papers and raaor blade 
envelopes had a very good scatter. OBOPUS is heppy to report -&at the hen In para- 
efaute and the rooster \^o sailed to earth on his own steam cams through the ordeal 
in fine shape and are now residents of OBATLANTIS* All dr^s were made at about 350 
feet* 
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
